IN THE BUDGET MAKING APPARATUS OF THZ USG. THE INTERRELATION- 
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SHIP OF TREASURY, 0MB AND CONGRESS IN ORGANIZATIONAL AND POL- 
ITICAL TERMS SHOULD BE THE CORE OE HIS EOCUS. 

2. USG EOREIGN POLICY MACHINERY: GRAU IS PARTICULARY IN- 
TERESTED IN THE ORGANIZATION OF FOREIGN POLICY-MAKING MACHINERY. 
HE WANTS TO UNDERSTAND THE SHARED RESPONSIBILITIES OE THE 
DEPARTMENT OE STATE, CONGRESS, NSC AND THE OTHER DEPARTMENTS 
OE THE EEDERAL GOVERNMENT INVOLVED IN THE DEVELOPMENT OE

HAS A GENERAL INTEREST IN THE UN AND A PARTICULAR REQUEST POR 
AND APPOINTMENT WITH AUSTRIAN REPRESENTATIVE, DR. JANKOWITSCH. 

7. ACADEMIC: GRAU EXPRESSED AN INTEREST IN THZ VIEWS OF 
ECONOMISTS BELONG TO THE "MONETARIST " SCHOOL. HZ WOULD ENJOY 
A VISIT TO THE UNIVERSITY OP CHICAGO TO TALK WITH MILTON 
PRIEDMAN OR SOME OTHER PROPESSOR OP THE MONETARIST PERSUASION. 

A VISIT WITH THE BROOKINGS INSTITUTION WITH A SPECIALIST IN 

ONE OP HIS MAJOR AREAS OP INTEREST SHOULD ALSO BE CONSIDERED. 

OTHER INTERESTS: 

IN THE TIME THAT REMAINS, GRAU REQUESTED AN OPPORTUNITY TO 
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VISIT A STATE IN THE MIDST OF A PRIMARY CAMPAIGN. HE EXPRESSED 
AN INTEREST IN HOW AMERICAN POLITICAL PARTIES ORGANIZE POR 
POLITICAL CAMPAIGNS. HE WOULD APPRECIATE NEW ORLEANS AND 
SAN PRANCISCO BEING WORKED INTO HIS SCHEDULE. CULTURALLY, 

HE PREPERS CLASSICAL MUSIC, OPERA AND JAZZ. HE WOULD PARTI- 
CULARLY ENJOY SEEING A PERFORMANCE OF GERSHWIN'S "PORGY AND 
BESS". IP POSSIBLE, HE WOULD LIKE TO TRAVEL BY TRAIN IN THE 
WEST. HE WELCOMES HOME HOSPITALITY AND MADE A PLEA POR 
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VARIETY IN SOCIAL BACKGROUND. 

4. POST SUGGESTIONS FOR GRAU'S PROGRAM: 

GRAU IS AN INTELLIGENT YOUNG BUREAUCRAT ON THE MOVE. IT WOULD 
NOT BE UNFAIR TO SAY THAT HE IS MORE INTERESTED IN THE 
WORKINGS OF THE CLOCK THAN IN WHAT TIME IT IS. AS AN INSIDE 
STAFF MAN HIMSELF, GRAU SAID HE WOULD RATHER HAVE HIS US PROGRAM 
CONSIST OF HOURS WITH COUNTERPARTS THAN MINUTES WITH "NAMES ".

CURRENTLY CONSULTANT TO THE INTERNATIONAL CHAMBER OF COMMERCE.

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5. THE EMBASSY IS CONCERNED THAT FULFILLMENT OF HIS "WISH LIST" 

WILL CONCENTRATE HIS PROGRAM TOO HEAVILY IN WASHINGTON D.C. 

AND NEW YORK. IF GRAU IS TO REALLY UNDERSTAND HOW THE MACHINERY 
WORKS, HE WILL HAVE TO BE EXPOSED TO THE PRESSURES PLACED ON 
THE MACHINERY FROM THE "UNOFFICIAL" POWER SOURCES. FOR EXAMPLE, 
EXPOSURE TO MAJOR POLITICAL/ECONOMIC INTEREST GROUPS AND 
LOBBIES-THEIR POINTS OF VIEW AND THEIR ACTIVITIES-IS ESSEN- 
TIAL TO HIS UNDERSTANDING OF WHY THE APPARATUS WOGKS THE WAY 
THAT IT DOES. IN ADDITION TO THE "SHADOW MACHINERY" AT WORK IN 
WASHINGTON, THE EMBASSY WOULD HOPE THAT GRAU'S PROGRAM INCLUDE 
SOME TIME INLAND IN ORDER THAT HE COME TO APPRECIATE HOW AMERICAN 
PEOPLE FEEL ABOUT FOREIGN TRADE, DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE, 

THE UN ETC. AND HOW THEIR FEELINGS ARE TRANSLATED INTO CON- 
GRESSIONAL VOTES AND USG POLICIES. BUCHANAN 
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
